SHORT PRACTICE BEST 
“DEAR DR. MYERS: 
I under­ 
stand that in a public address in 
our city recently you said that a 
child should be allowed only fifteen 
minutes for outside music practice, 
as a longer time would prove a 
strain on the physical and mental 
health of the child. 
“As I am a teacher of music I 
would like to say that from ex­ 
perience fifteen minutes would be 
an insufficient amount of time to 
prepare and practice a lesson. 
I 
think that thirty minutes of prac­ 
tice a day, with practice periods of 
fifteen minutes, say, one in the 
morning and the other in the after­ 
noon or evening, would not result in 
bad physical 
and mental health of 
the child.” 
, 
W hat I did say was about like 
this As a rule, it Is well for piano 
lessons to begin at six or seven 
yeari, of age. When for 
a year or 
two all practice should be done 
with the teacher, perhaps two or 
three times a week, in two or three 
sittings of ten minutes each. When 
home practice by the child alone 
begins, it should not be for more 
than fifteen minutes a day, but 
done regularly every day without 
fail. Unless the child should show- 
special aptitude in music, the prac­ 
tice period had better not exceed 
twenty minutes a day until junior 
high school age, and thereafter not 
more than thiry minutes a day.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 22.— 
Determined to wait until October 
before shooting with his 
formal 
campaign speeches, President Roose­ 
velt nevertheless was represented to­ 
day as having decided to make a 
fight for every state before election 
day. 
The brunt of the campaigning, it 
has been agreed by the Democratic 
high command, must fall on the 
president’s shoulders personally. As 
a result, he will be traveling almost 
constantly from now on. first in his 
tour of the drought states which 
starts next week and then in an 
avow-ed swing that will carry him 
clear across the country. 
Mr. Roosevelt was in possession to­ 
day of a series of reports on all of 
the so-called doubtful states, fur­ 
nished him by National Chairman 
James A. Farley and other New Deal 
leaders.

Hippodroming Of 
Criminal Justice 
Subject To Attack 


Governor bandons 
Headquarters Here 


(In tern a tio n a l N ew s S erv ice) 
INDIANAPOLIS. Ind.. Aug. 22,— 
‘ H ippodrom ing'’ of crim inal justice 
by new spapers in fam ous crim inal 
cases was attacked in a report of 
the com m ittee on crim inal procedure 
of the Am erican 
B ar 
association 
made 
public by Attorney G eneral 
Philip Lutz. Jr., here Friday. 
The report, which will be present­ 
ed by Lutz to the Am erican Bar as­ 
sociation m eeting in Boston. Mass., 
next week, also called for radical re­ 
form s in crim inal procedure. 
The report cited the trial of R ich­ 
ard B runo H auptm ann for the Lind­ 
bergh baby kidnaping, and th at of 
Tom Mooney as illustrating w hat 
was term ed “hippodrom ing of crim ­ 
inal justice by newspapers.” 
The 
report said: 
"Newspaper 
interference 
w i t h 
crim inal justice always appears most 
flagrantly in the m ost celebrated 
crim inal cases. 
Those judicial pro­ 
ceedings, therefore, in which Am er­ 
ican crim inal justice m ost needs t o 
be a calm investigation of the tru th , 
are, on the contrary, m ost violently 
Tiippodromed' and panicked by the 
press. 
"Not the least serious result of this 
interference in the business of ’he 
courts l s the jeopardizing of the de­ 
fen d an t’s life or liberty if he is inno­ 
cent, or the jeopardizing of th e d e­ 
fen d an t’s conviction, 
both 
in the 
trial court and also in the appellate 
court, if he is guilty. 
“The two mast fam ous Am erican 
crim inal cases of the present gener­ 
ation are th e Mooney case in Cali­ 
fornia and the H auptm ann case in 
New 
Jersey. 
Both 
Mooney 
and 
H auptm ann based th eir appeals on 
the ground th a t they were actually 
tried and condemned by the press 
and th a t their court trials and con­ 
victions were, therefore, unfair and 
not according to law. 
No lesponsi- 
ble Am erican lawyer or new spaper­ 
m an would find th a t such appeals 
are completely answered by a reto rt 
th a t both defendants 
were 
guilty 
and got w hat ihey deserved. 
"A fter H auptm ann’s arrest, news­ 
papers printed details of evidence or 
of suspicions against him. th e opin­ 
ions 
of 
lawyers, 
crim inologists, 


handw riting experts and of others 
th a t he was guilty, and details of 
his 
crim inal 
record. 
Prospective 
jurors became prejudiced, m aking 
m ore difficult the later im paneling 
of a jury . At the trial, counsel held 
daily 
press conferences a t which 
they told newspaperm en the evi­ 
dence they would introduce the next 
day of the trial. 
“R eporters questioned the defend­ 
an t about evidence th a t had been 
introduced. 
Defense counsel widely 
circulated accusations nam ing other 
people as guilty of the crim e charg­ 
ed against the defendant, and such 
accusations, though widely publish­ 
ed, were never substantiated. 
Mo­ 
tion picture photographs were ta k ­ 
en in violation of the court’s order. 
Radio com m entators and even de­ 
fense counsel broadcast discussions 
of the m erits of the case between 
sessions of the trial. 
As souvenirs, 
m iniature kidnap ladders were sold, 
were worn in the court room and 
were w ritten up in press reports.”

BERLIN, Aug. 22—Adolf H itler’s 
Voelkische Beobachter today pub­ 
lished a fiery w arning of the possi­ 
ble “mobilization of Europe against 
Red Chaos” sifnificantly tim ed 
as 
G erm any grew anxious over reports 
th a t th e Soviet Union has concen­ 
trated a fleet in the Baltic Sea and 
the Red Army has been increased by 
half. 
W ith the bulk of G erm any’s navy 
now concentrated in or enroute to 
the Spanish Civil W ar zone, G er­ 
m any is worried over word th a t a 
form idable Soviet fleet is now w ith­ 
in striking distance of the unpro­ 
tected G erm an coast. 
Naval sources here said the Soviets 
have 40 m odern subm arines concen­ 
trated at Leningrad and K ronstradt, 
each capable of m aking ten trips to 
the G erm an shore w ithout refueling. 
The R ussian fleet also has several 
destroyer flotillas, a m ine layer, two 
refitted battleships, and a huge air 
Armada. 
Reflecting the serious tension be­ 
tween Berlin and Moscow, following 
G erm any s protest over an ti-G er­ 
m an radio attacks, Voelkische Beo­ 
bachter 
said: 
“W ith the Spanish 
Civil W ar there rises a fresh th reat 
from the red fist of the Bolshevik 
world, at whose comm and 12.000,000 
of the world’s best-equipped soldiers 
will m arch against Europe.
